Letter from QuesaoUe River. 

Forks of Qdesnellb, April 10, 1862. 

Editok BttlTisir Colonist :— Iu tlie Bbauiice 
'Of any regular corrcspoudcnt huro, I sit duivu to 
cull a fow iteniH for yuar vnluiible puper, thinking 
that they may not bo uniiilcre6tin« to many of 
your renders. We huvo only beni favored with 
iw.-j or throB numbers uf the Colonist during the 
long and rirciiry iviiiier whicli is just closing ; and 
thesu ciuue iu in si"-h a. dilapidated condition, 
having passed tbruuiili many bauds on tho way, 
Jhiit thty were scarcely readable. 

It would bo supetfluuu» on my part to describe 
the iiitcn,--e cold we have experienced durinx the 
grcau-r part of ninter. Suffice to say that ihe 
mercury was often frozen in ihe bulb of the thir- 
mometer. The North Fork was cumplotely frozen 
over to th* depth' of several feet, and many availed 
tbemaelres of the opportunity thus all'ordod to 
eonatruct tobogans (a species o f sleif,' b ) and h arness 
dogs to them— bu' more frequently ibcniselvca— 
and thus carry a considerablo load of goods to the 
upper country. Packing in this way was done 
from here to Keithley'a Crock, a distance of 'l\ 
miles— for 10 cents, and from here to Williams' 
Creek, a distance, by tho ))ri'«eiit route, of about 
(i2 miles, fur from 30 lo 40 cents per pound. 
While on the subject of packing 1 would take the 
opportunity of imiiressing upon Government the 
immediate necessity of turning its attention to the 
making and improving of trails in tho mining 
districts. While admitting the benefits derived 
.rom the construclion of wagon ruadi along tho 
Lower Fraaei-, cither from Lyitmi, Lillooct, or via 
the coiitt, there will be a leiifijld ailvaiilage gained j 
by the miner if a qiuita of ihu money np|n opnated ' 
is spent on trails here, wucre liu liai. now u> paeli 
his iirovisions the greali:r [latt of the year cm bis 
back. 'lakM lor iusiaiice tliu present trail from 
here to Lightning, li'i Keithley's and Antler 
Creeks • it is over 7o miles with little or no feed 
far animals lor th« first 20 mileil. It is now as- 
certained, by practical mm una have been over 
the route ou snow shoes this season, that a good 
Uail for pack aniiuals can be made from this place 
to the Forks of Van Winkle and Lighinmg, the 
distance beiujf ouW 35 miles on aduc-.i line almost 
due north, over a level country with ph nty of teed 
foranimals nil the way. I'his would ri doce the 
distance over one-half ami the consumer's goods 
at the above place at least ten ceiil.-i pec puiiuil !
